— The deaths registered in 21 principal town districts corre- 
spond to an annual rate of 15.7 per 1,000 of the population, which is 
estimated at 1,151,790. The lowest rate was recorded at Drogheda, 
viz, 4.1, and the highest at Newry, viz, 25.2, per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in eight principal towns corre- 
spond to an annual rate of 12.4 per 1,000 of the population which is esti- 
mated at 1,865,571. The lowest rate was recorded at Paisley, viz, 10, 
and the highest at Greenock, viz, 22. The total number of deaths from 
all causes was 449, including typhoid fever 1, measles 4, scarlet fever 
6, diphtheria 5.
